Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 22-26, 29-31 , and 33-40 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art, alone or in combination, does not disclose a method for delivering a 
pad, a retaining element, and an array of elongate connecting portions wherein 
the retaining element is spaced apart from the pad by a length of the connecting 
portions wherein the retaining element is slid depthwise in the cavity of a bone in 
the same orientation in which the retaining element is anchored in position at the 
bone relative to the pad.
